UNIDENTIFIED BUDY 


Pockets Turned Inside 
Out, Police Believe Man 
Was Robbery Victim. 


The badly decomposed body of a 
man—with one peculiar circumstance 
suggesting robbery and murder—was 
taken from the Chattahoochee river 
about a mile south of Garrett's bridge 
early Sunday afternoon and removed 
to the chapel of Harry G. Poole. 

A boy paddling a boat in the 
muddy waters saw the body caught 
in the limbs of a fallen tree about 
25 feet offshore. Residents of the 
neighborhood informed Fulton county 
police headquarters and the _ police- 
men in turn called on Ed McGill, 
who has left his fishing camp on the 
river many times in recent years to 
pull men and women out of the river 
or to recover bodies. 

McGill and officials of the mortu- 
ary establishment of Harry G. Poole 
estimated that the body had been in 
the water at least a week. They 
said determination of the man's age 
was impossible. The body was 
clothed in a white shirt, dark blue 
lumber jacket, khaki pants, black high- 
top shoes and brown socks. The man 
was 5 feet 11 inches in height and 
appeared to weigh about 155 pounds. 

Three pockets in the khaki pants 
had been turned inside out, a cir- 
cumstance that caused county police- 
men to question whether the man had 
been robbed. murdered, and flung in 
the river. Search of the clothing re- 
vealed a dollar bill, a nickel, and an 
automobile valve in the wateh pocket.

BALKANS AT PEACE 
SAYS AMBASSADOR 


Charalambos Simopoulos 
Welcomed by Greek Com- 
munity at Luncheon Here. 


Peace has come to the Balkans 
after hundreds of years of constant 
conflict, enabling the Greek people to 
set their minds and hands to the task 
of building up their industry and 
agriculture, Haralambos Simopoulos, 
Greek ambassador to the United 
States, said Sunday following his ar- 
rival for a two-day visit with mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Greek commu- 
nity. 
“Formerly the Balkans were held 
responsible for every fight that start- 
ed on the continent, the wars bring- 
ing in other nations. Now, the situ- 
ation is just the reverse—if any wars 
are started, they will be brought to 
the Balkans from somewhere else,” 
Ambassador Simopoulos said. 

“The greatest thing that has ever 
happened for the peace of the Bal- 
kans occurred two months ago when 
a pact was signed between Greece, 
Turkey, Rumania and Jugo-Slavia— 
not to threaten the peace of Europe, 
but to get together as friendly neigh- 
bors for the common good of all and 
to live in harmony as neighbors 
should. 

Country Coming Back. 

“Although the depression § struck 
Greece a tremendous blow, practical- 
ly killing, the export trade and al- 
lowing our 1,500,000 tons of shipping 
to stand idle, the country is begin- 
ning to come back, and probably will 
weather the storm in fine shape. 
Greece, one of the oldest nations®of 
the world, has always withstood the 
assault of the years, and will last for 
a long time to come.

Furloughs Are Ended as 
Pickup in Business Is 
Reported.

Payless furloughs for postal employes 
throughout the country and general 
curtailments of postal service were 
cancelled tonight by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James A. Farley.

Farley said the: restoration of serv- 
ice “will provide additional employ- 
ment for substitutes.” Substitute 
carriers have fared worst of all un- 
der the economy program. - Many 
have had only three or four days’ 
work per month, their leaders have 
contended in bitter protests to Far- 
ley and the hite House.

peace and recovery, Chairman Robert 
F. Wagner, of the national labor 
board, charged tonight in a report 
showing a mounting wave of strikes 
| throughout the country. 

There were 218 strikes in March in- 
volving 139,000 workers. compared 
with 78 involving 56,000 in February, 
Wagner reported. Strikes settled in 
March were 189, compared with 51 in 
February. In each month 90 strikes 
were averted by the national and re- 
gional labor boards. 

Since their creation, the labor 
boards have received 2.643 disputes of 
all kinds involving 1,375,253 workers, 
Wagner said. Cases pending on April 
1 totalled 717. 

Commenting on these figures. Wag- 
'ner said two points stood out: 

“First is the fact that the majority 
of employers and employes continue 
to make increased use of the boards. 
Second is the fact that a minority of 
large employers, whose following has 
not diminished, persist in an attitude 
which does not make for industrial 
peace and constitutes a heavy obsta- 
cle in the way of the work of the 
boards.

On her 121st birthday, when feebi-- 
ness began to manifest itself strong'y. 
Mrs. Rhynes said: “I’m as happy as 
a little pig in the sunsine, and they 
talk about me heing old. Why, Uncle 


John Shel] was 130 and he started out 
to get some wood to cook with when 
he fell dead in the yard.” Shell was 
a one-time neighbor. 

She was confirmed by the Most Rev. 
Michael J. Keyes, Catholic bishop of 
Savannah, on her 120th birthday and 
on that occasion received quantities 
of presents from her fr:ends—includ- 
ing a pipe. Rosaries, flowers, tobacco, 
candy and bedroom slippers were given 
her that time.

Atlanta Is Not as Bad as Painted, 


Says Smoke.Inspector A. W. Jones 


Atlanta is not the smoke-burdened 


city it has been pictured in other 
states—but still, millions of dollars 
are pouring out of smokestacks and 
chimneys in the form of smoke and 
soot to settle upon the buildings and 
citizens. 

That was the statement made by 
A. W. Jones, city smoke inspector, 
before the Atlanta Forum - Associa- 
tion at its regular meeting in the 
Congregational Christian church Sun- 
_ day afternoon. 

Mr. Jones told his hearers that his 
efforts during the last few months 
had been directed along the lines of 
“fuel conservation, instead of smoke 
abatement,” and that saving of fuel 
meant diminution of the smoke nui- 
Sante, 

He said that one-fourth of all coal 
placed in the furnaces of Atlanta is 
wasted and that only the application 
of knowledge of engineering and mod-

ern equipment would cut down the 
loss.

Defending the claims against At- 
lanta as unfounded, Mr. Jones said 
that only one office building and one 
hotel in the downtown area is with- 
out harnessing equipment—stoker con- 
trol, oil burners, gas burners or city 
steam. He pointed to the fact that 
women who formerly wore veils to 
protect their faces and necks from 
goot have discarded them. 

The inspector dwelt at length on 
the necessity of trained firemen who 
know the proper method of fuel con- 
servation and also explained the prop- 
er manner of building and maintain- 
ing grate fires and stove-heating ap- 
paratus. 

Mr. Jones said that the city cre- 
matory uses much of the valuable 
fuel left in ashes to keep the steam 
plant going and that tn many in- 
stances from 30 to 50 per cent of the 
raw fuel is found in the refuse after 
it comes from the home furnace.

|Christian Science Lecture 


Delivered by John R. Dunn 


“Christian Science: The 
Conquest Over Wrong 
Thinking” Is Subject of 
Boston, Mass., Lecturer. 


John Randall Dunn, C. S. B., a 


member of the board of lectureship 
of the Mother Church of Christ in 
Boston, delivered a lecture Sunday 
afternoon at the Erlanger theater to 
a large and attentive audience. 

He was introduced by Dudley 
Sansbury, first reader of First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, of Atlanta, 
introducing his lecture with a dis- 
cussion of the fundamental value and 
significance of thought, and proceed- 
ing as follows: 

“The difficulty with many of us 
is that we do not think; or if we 
do indulge in a form of mental activ- 
ity called thinking, it is all too likely 
to lie.along paths that are vain and 
purposeless. And yet there never was 
a moment in the world’s history when 
thinking was more necessary than to- 
day—deep, prayerful ee con- 
structive thinking, and last, but not 
least, thinking along spiritual lines. 
Someone asked a very placid and ir- 
responsible person once if he never 
sat down and deliberately tried to 
think and reason along a given line. 
‘Well,’ said the other, ‘sometimes I 
do, but the minute I get to think- 
ing -I just naturally go to sleep!’ 
Does not this in large measure de- 
scribe a mental state frequently en- 
countered? As Mrs, Eddy puts it-in 
the Christian Science textbook, ‘Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures’ (p. 95), ‘The world is 
asleep in the cradle of infancy, dream- 
ing away the hours.’ 

Ignorance of Thought-Processes. 

“We boast of our conquest of the 
earth, sea and air, and yet mortals 
know little how to control rightly 
their own thinking. 

“Thought causes fis to arise in the 
morning, thought bathes and dresses 
us. Thought moves the body about, 
feeds it, and whether we realize it or 
not digests or rejects the food. 
Thought is responsible for every act 
of every waking moment and yet we 
know little or nothing about it. Now 
let us pause right here and note a 
statement which appears on the first 
nage of the Preface of Science and 
Health: “The time for thinkers has 
come. Truth, independent of doctrines 
and time-honored systems, knocks at 
the portals of humanity’ (p. VII). 
With this we may also consider the 
invitation in the book of Isaiah, ‘Come 
now, and let us reason together, saith 
the Lord.’ Let us strive to become 
better acquainted with this wonder- 
ful thing called thought; learn how 
it is to be controlled, healed, and 
regenerated, in order that we and all 
mankind may taste the freedom and 
harmony which. is the heritage of ev- 
ery thinking being. 

Knowing vs. Thinking. 


“The teachings of Christ Jesus ap- 
peal to the thinker. Two of His car- 
dinal precepts are, ‘ 
and the truth shall make you free,’ and 
‘This is life eternal, that they might 
know thee the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent.’ 
Here is a statement of law—that free- 
dom and eternal life can be experi- 
enced as one knows the truth about 


God and His reflection. Notice that! 


a stronger word than thinking is used 
here. The Master did not promise de- 
liverance and freedom to the one who 
merely thought about the truth, ‘but 
to the one who knew the truth. \ Here 
really is the point of distinction be- 
tween Mary Baker Eddy and the 
philosophers and thinkers who pre- 
ceded and followed her. They may 
have glimpsed the spirit of the meta- 
physical aspects of being; but she 
perceived, that is, knew, the truth, 


Know the truth,|s 


and demonstrated that she knew it b 
solving both for herself and others all 
manner of human problems. She heal- 
ed sickness, sin, appetite, lack, un- 
happiness,,and human anguish as 
they have not been healed since the 
days of the Master and His apostles. 
To aver that the healing which Mrs. 
Eddy taught and practiced is just a 
form of mental suggestion that she 
learned from a magnetic doctor and 
therefore that she is not the genuine 
author of Christian Science, is as vain 
as would be the assertion that Co- 
lumbus was not the discoverer of the 
West Indies, because, perchance, some- 
one once told him that there must be 
land beyond the horizon! 

Christly Knowing or Christian Science 

“From early childhood Mrs. Eddy, 
in the atmosphere of a Christian home, 
had been searching for this truth, this 
spiritual Rpg oy writes (Science 
and Health, p. 359): ‘From Puritan 
parents, the discoverer of Christian 
Science early received her religious 
education. In childhood, she often lis- 
tened with joy to these words fall- 
ing from the lips of her saintly moth- 
er, “God is able to raise you up frem 
siekness ;” and she pondered the mean- 
ing of that Scripture she so often 
quotes: “And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; . . . they shall lay 
hands on the sick, and they shall re- 
cover,”’ So when, in later years, she 
was able to heal the sick, through 
Ohristian knowing, she demonstrated 
beyond cavil that thinking as Christ 
ane thought, solves all manner of 
Human problems, and reinstates prim- 
itive Christianity. When one consid- 
ers that the words ‘Christian Science’ 
can mean onty Christly or spiritual; 
knowing, one sees that Mrs. Eddy 
could not have found a more felicitous 
term for her discdévery. 

“Truly was Mrs. Eddy a Christian 
Scientist, a knower and demonstrator 
of the Master’s teachings. Loyalty to 
Mrs, Eddy’s teachings, thetetere, 
means loyalty and’ obedience to the 
pure metaphysics of Christ Jesus.

that $255,000,000 was spent in giving 
employment to 600,000 young men dur- 
ing the first year of the civilian con- 
servation corps. 

Robert Fechner, director of emer- 
gency conservation work, reported to 
the chief executive that 310,000 would 
still be in the forest camps at the 
end of April. Funds have been ap- 
propriated to continue the program for 
another six months. 

In addition to the enrolled men, 14.- 
000 experienced foresters and techni- 
-cal experts have supervised the work 
and 3,600 reserve officers have com- 
manded the camps. 

Reports of cabinet officers whose 
departments co-operated were filed 
with Fechner’s. Secretary Dern said 
actual disbursements to March 1 had 
been $255,000,000, of which two-thirds 
has been poured directly into the 
channels of: industry, commerce and 
agriculture to accelerate recovery. Men 
in the corps, Dern reported, sent home 
approximately $60,000,000 to aid their 
families. 

Secretary Ickes and Secretary. Wal- 
lace emphasized the value of the pro- 

ram to the nation’s forests and parks. 

th asserted that the CCC workers 
had contributed to substantial reduc- 
tions in fire losses on the public 
domain. 

“The fire record for 1933 is one of 
the best ever recorded for the na- 
tional forests,” Wallace -reported. 
“Damage was held to approximately 
$325,000, which is less than 17 per 
cent of the annual fire loss during the 
previous five-year period.” 

Wallace also said the corps had 
made possible the start of the first 
large scale, mass attack on the white 
pine blister rust disease’ in the for- 
ests of the Pacific northwest where.

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GEORGIA BEEF CATTLE, 
Well-informed older citizens of 
the state assert that half a cen- 
tury ago Georgia was one of the 
leading beef cattle states in the 
country; but high prices for cotton 


“and the ease with which this crop 


was produced gradually eclipsed 
the production of cattle, until high- 
grade herds became scarce and the 
piney woods cow predominated. 

This condition resulted in the 
gradual building up of huge impor- 
tations of red meat from the: north, 
widely advertised as ‘western 
theef,’’ which induced two genera- 
tions to believe that good beef 
could not be produced in Georgia. 

That this is not true, and that as 
good, if not. better, beef can be 
produced in this state, has been 
conclusively proven in the past few 
years by energetic, progressive 
beef cattle men, who are adopting 
constructive methods of restoring 
Georgia to her rightful position of 
a leader in the production af good 
beef cattle. 3 

During the first week in April 
two fat cattle shows were held in 
the state, at Savannah on April 2 
and 3 and at Albany on April 4 
and 5. The show at Savannah was 
the third annual event of this kind, 
and 340 high-grade beef steers 
were on exhibition, attracting a 
large crowd of interested persons 
and buyers from northern markets. 

The Albany show was the first 
held in this section of the state, 
being sponsored by the recently or- 
ganized Georgia Beef Cattle Raisers’ 
Association and leading cattlemen 
of that section. Over 375 fine beef 
steers were in the pens, and, as at 
Savannah, they were viewed, by 
large crowds. It is reported that 
sales at Savannah brought the pro- 
ducers $18,000, while at Albany 
the total was near $25,000. 

Commenting on these two cattle 
shows and what they mean to de- 
velopment of the beef cattle in- 
dustry in this state, Dr. Paul W. 
Chapman, dean of the Georgia Agri- 
cultural College, said: | 

“Last week in Albany, along with 
300 other people, | ate a Georgia 
steak that was as fine as any I ever 
ate. And at the fat stock shows 
in Savannah and Albany last week 
there were cattle as fine as have 
ever been produced anywhere. We 
must get away from this complex 
about western meat and ‘sell’ the 
people of Georgia on the fact that 
we are now producing some meat 
as good as the best.” 

Dean Chapman further stated 
that Georgia was importing 20,- 
000,000 pounds of beef annually, 
and Dr. Harry L. Brown, agricul- 
tural extension director of the 
Georgia College of Agriculture, 
states that ‘‘there is no way 
have a successful live-at-home pro- 
gram if the program does not in- 
clude live stock to bring about bal- 
anced fa methods by providing 
for soil improvment through the 
use of manure and to distribute 
farm labor and income over the en- 
tire vear because of live stock ac- 
tivities.” 

It is cheering to observe that 
Georgia now has numerous herds 
of purebred cattle, and while most 
of them are in the southern part 
of the state, progressive farmers of 
the northern part are forming good- 
sized herds to. pasture on the roll-

THE WORLD'S 
WINDOW 


By PIERRE VAN PAASSEN 


Dickens’ “Life 
Of Christ.” / 


I must say that I have been sorely 
disappointed in the recently published 
“Life of Our Lord” by. Charlies Dick- 
ens. There was a great ado about 
the book, the manuscript of which 
had been discovered among the pa- 
pers of the great novelist. It was 
obvious from the first that whatever 
merits the book was to have, these 
would lie in the literary field, for 
Dickens was no theologian and as 
the book conclusively shows he exer- 
cised no criticism’ whatever in his 
treatment of the subject. Yet the 
newspapers which published the manu- 
script made it appear as if some great 
new discovery about the life of Christ 
was about to be vouchsafed the hu- 
man race. | 

It is a sifmple story Dickens tells, 
or rather retells. He certainly does 
not improve on the New Testament. 
As a matter of fact the “Life” as 
told by Dickens seems rather des- 
tinéd for children. The man had a 
naive faith amounting to credulity. 
He has added nothing new to our 
knowledge of the, circumstances of 
the short sojourn of Jesus of Naza- 
reth in the Holy Land. Those who 
expected an interpretation, an enrich- 
ment of the mass of material writ- 
ten ‘on the greatest. of all teachers, 
must have been sorely disappointed. 

Far more interesting is Dimitri 
Mereikovsky’s “The Unknown Jesus,” 
There you have a book. One may 
not agree with the writer’s personal 
approach to the subject, but at least 
he has an opinion. Dickens had ne 
opinion, He apparently took the New 
Testament story as a child takes pap, 
without discrimination, without even 
an exclamation of surprise. But per- 
haps Dickens had no idea that the 
New Testament is a very sectarian 
collection of papers. People knew lit- 
tle about the sources of the New 
Testament in Ditkens’ days. We 
know a great deal more. We know 
that what is offered there as “gos- 
pel” truth is, as a matter of fact, 
the remnant of a mass of material 
carefully weeded out and purified with 
many additions and deletions and in- 
terpolations. 

Professor Guignebert, of the Sor- 
bonne, has also published a life of 
Christ recently. .A most. scholarly 
work in which virtually all the known 
sources are mentioned and a careful 
analysis is made of the story as told 
in the New Testament. ‘Guignebert 
is not concerned with retelling the 
story or correcting it. He merely 
subjects the whole question to the 
relentless examination of a scientist. 
It must be 
mains of the New Testament sources 
in Guignebert’s study, but that doesn’t 
affect the significance of Jesus. His 
influence is lasting. The only pity is 
that the gospel writers, who lived .a 
considerable time after Jesus’ death, 
made it a piece of propaganda to con- 
vert the Romans and so, without ex- 
ception, put the blame for the cru-

ingists that the press shall not re- 
flect even accurately ‘the shifting and 
changing and highly unstable policies 
of the different agencies of the gov- 
ernment, because to do so is, in his 
judgment, “playing upon the taut 
nerves and raw prejudices of our be- 
wildered and long-suffering victims of 
economic ill-heajth.” 


This amazing declaration from the 
principal law officer in the institu- 
tion which, under the code system, 
has the power of life and death over 
individual businesses in America to- 
day, is not in itself complete without 
reading also another sentence from 
Mr. Richberg’s latest speech, which, 
after stating that the press should 
not even reflect accurately what: is 
going on, says: 

‘If it (what he terms a dangerous 
state of public mind) is fostered by 
a free and powerful press, revolution- 


would be a natural consequence.” 
Reflects All Views. ie 


The function of the press, under 
the constitutional freedom which it 
enjoys, has always been to tell the 
truth as it sees passing events, to 
give its impression and its opinions to 


+} the public, and there has been no 


hesitation in giving currency to such 
views as Mr. Richberg himself ex- 
presses, no matter how revolutionary 
they are. 


Just as every defender of the right 
of free speech or the free press be- 
lieves Mr. Richberg has the right to 
make all the speeches he wishes to 
make predicting revolution or “explo- 
sive” disturbances, so is it the privi- 
lege of those who disagree with him 
to charge that his real purpose is to 
discredit the press and destroy its 
usefulness by attempting to make the 
people believe the press does not have 
the public interest at heart. i 

Wathing that Dr. Wirt has said 
about the plotting of revolution is as 
explicit as the ideas and concepts 
which have come from Mr. Richberg 
and various members of the adminis- 
tration who believe in coercion and 
compulsion and a species of social 
reform that would destroy individ- 
ualism. 

Good Spots Before ’33. 

The favorite method now is to argue 
thgt everybody who disagrees with 
the Richberg or Tugwell philisophy 
wants to go back to 1929 and wants 
to re-establish in power the men who 
gave such a disgraceful performance 
in business and financial affairs. But 
what Mr. Richberg may overlook is 
that, sometime in the last 150 years, 
some epochs indeed in American life 
did contain a few ingredients of hap- 
piness and contentment, and that the 
1926 level of: prices, for instance, 
has been proclaimed as a desirable ob- 
jective by the Roosevelt administra- 
tion itself. Nobody wants the old 
deal of 1929, but was the ‘old deal 
of every year preceding it unsatisfac- 
tory? If it was, then all property 


_must be considered as suspect. 

Nothing could produce more uneasi- 
ness now than such an inference. 
_ But this is rapidly -becoming the real 
issue. For it becomes nearer every 
day that a small group of men, who 
have been called, not in derision, but 
in all sincerity the “brain trust,” are 
plotting to centralize all power in a 
federal bureaucracy even if it is nec- 
essary by legal subterfuges to acquire 
such power. 


Praise for Brain Trust. 


Mr. Richberg complains that the 
critics should not jeer at brains. As 
a matter of fact, anybody who knows 
what the “brain trust” is doing does 
not jeer but has only the greatest 
admiration for the consummate skill, 
daring and _ intellectual flexibility 
whereby these “brain trusters” have 
“put things over” on the president by 
urging in the guise of “recovery” va- 
rious projects that are really part of 
a plan of social reform mistakenly 


,| called “national planning.” 


It is inconceivable that Mr. Roose- 
velt will ever publicly take full re- 
sponsibility for the acts of the men 
known as the “brain trust.” If he

and government. 

Mr. Richberg says there is no dan- 
ger from the “brain trusters” because 
they all have different ideas. He 
would have people belieye that, if 
anything, we have a “scatter-brain 
trust” én Washington and that it 
is meaningless. But, unfortunately, 
the phrases of the laws now on the 
statute books and the subterfuges and 
hidden meanings in the laws proposed 
at this session show conclusively that, 
if the radicals who surround the presi- 
dent had their way, they would ac- 
complish what they call a “peaceful 
revolution.”

The more glowing accounts of busi- 

ness recovery still appeal in the 
weekly trade surveys of Dun & Brad- 
street. This week the agency said, “so 
many spring needs still are to be cov- 
ered that the majority of merchants 
see no indication of the peak level for 
the season being reached until well 
into May.” The tapering off retail 
sales volume expected after Easter has 
not occurred, and reports to Dun & 
Bradstreet said Saturday, April 7 
that it was the best shopping day in 
some centers in three years. The in- 
crease in dollar volume is, of course, 
to a considerable extent a reflection 
of higher prices. But nevertheless, de- 
mand is stirring for items almost com- 
pletely neglected for a long time. For 
instance, sales of pianos were placed 
at 120 to 200 per cent over a year 
ago. 
Government spending {!s still being 
watched closely for indications as to 
the extent business is being sustained 
by emergency expenditures. Dails 
average expenditures were curtailed 
in March, but were expanded in the 
early part of April, mainly in CWA 
direct relief and in emergency relief 
administration disbursements. Fur- 
thermore, the Public Works Adminis- 
tration is now expected to play a larg- 
er part in business recovery, for with 
spring weather, the dirt is beginning 
to fly in many projects for which 
funds were allotted some time ago. 

With President Roosevelt’s return 
from his fishing trip, early develop- 
ment are anticipated as result of the 
national emergency council’s study of 
means to stimulate home building and 
renovation, Construction contracts, as 
reported by F. W. Dodge Corporation 
for March. were about three times the 
almost negligible volume of tliat month 
a year ago. On a percentage basis, 
there was a sharp increase in even 
privately financed projects, and in 
home building, but the aggregate was 
still but a small fraction of what was 
considered normal in the post-war 
decade.

When the motor vehicle commis- 
sioners of the southeastern states met 
in Atlanta on April 6 it was recom- 


mended that a highway patrol be es- 
tablished to enforce traffic regulations 
on the rural highways of Georgia. Ac- 
cording to Walter T. Cunningham, 
head of the Cunningham Motorcycle 
Company, local dealers for the Har- 
ley-Davidson Motor Company, this 
was the most significant development 
of the entire meeting. 

Mr. Cunningham pointed out that 
while several hundred persons were 
killed in automobile accidents on the 
rural highways of Georgia last year, 
Louisiana had only 40 fatal motor 
casualties during the same length of 
time, and in Tennessee the number 
of killed and injured also was ma- 
terially reduced during 1933. This 
improvement in conditions was sub- 
sequent to the establishment of high- 
way patrols by these states. 

“From a recent survey made by 
the National Safety Council.” said 
Mr. Cunningham, “it is apparent that 
those states maintaining uniformed 
highway patrols have a remarkably 


low accident record, as compared to 
those states whose highways are not 
patrolled.” 

“Traffic accidents are fewer when 
a highway patrol is on the job, be- 
cause by his very presence on the 
highways, a uniformed motorcycle of- 
ficer exerts a psychological effect on 
the motorist which cannot be simu- 
lated by any other method of law en- 
forcement.” 

“Several months ago,”-Mr. Cun- 
ningham said, “tests were conducted 
by the police traffic department of 
Los Angeles, Cal., which prove con- 
clusively that the mere presence of a 
motorcycle officer on the highways 
will slow traffic from 10 to 20 miles 
an hour. At a street intersection 
where numerous accidents had oc- 
curred, it was ascertained, by the use 
of a stop-watch, that when no offi- 
cer was in sight, traffic moved at 
an average rate of 40 miles an hour. 
The officers then parked their motor- 
cycles at the intersection where they 
could be seen plainly from all direc- 
tions. The effect was startling. The 
average speed of cars dropped imme- 
diately to 28 miles an hour.”

Eight Southern association baseball clubs yet going tomor- 
row afternoon in the old, old whirl which has been going on 
without ceasing since 1901. And that, I think, makes 33 
years of baseball. 

Doping their probabilities is a task which is quite impossible 
although you will find the boys doing it with gusto and insouci- 
ant confidence. One or two of them will guess right and 
fancy themselves baseball experts for a year or so. 

But doping the probabilities is pure guess work. 
Very, very pure. The essence, in fact, of guessing. 
The minors cannot be doped as the majors may, and they 

are uncertain enough. Because the major leagues are more 
stable as to players. 

The minor leagues, and particularly the Southern, 
are very unstable as to personnel. The players are sold, 
drafted, traded and released. Each year finds all clubs 
rebuilding. 

This makes for uncertainty. The second, and perhaps the 
most important factor of uncertainty, is the rookie rule which 
requires each club to have five recruits on the squad. 

The recruits are just hit-or-miss. A manager who 
gets two good ones out of fiye considers that Dame 
Fortune has fallen in love with him. 

There is just one stable factor in some major league clubs— 
the management. A few clubs in the Southern association have 
managers and owners and an office organization which works 
well. They know ball players. And what is more important 
they know how and where to get them when needed. These 
clubs have had uniform success. 

Memphis, with Tom Watkins as owner, Doc Prothro 
as manager and Frank Longinotti as secretary, plus one 
good scout, has always been strong. New Orleans, with: 
Larry Gilbert as owner and manager and Macon Jones 
as secretary, has a good organization. Birmingham has 
one with Clyde Milam and Billy West, who are a great 
team at Birmingham. 

Atlanta has its finest set-up since the days of Charley Frank 
in Wilbert Robinson as president, Spencer Abbott as manager 
and Earle Mann as secretary. 

They know how and where to get players. And they have 
a good ball club assembled. No matter what its start may be 
1 am sure a wager that the Cracker team will finish in the 
first division is a safe one.

NEW YORK, April 15.—(AP)—On the eve of the major league 
baseball pennant races, starting in Washington tomorrow and spreading 
to all fronts on Tuesday, all 16 managers today donned rose-colored 
glasses to view the forthcoming campaign with optimism. 

- No less than seven of the eight pilots in the American league, in- 
cluding 71-year-old Connie Mack of the Athletics, figured their clubs 
have a chance to finish in the first division. 
leaders consider they have organized real pennant contenders. 

On this basis it may be necessary‘ 


to call a traffic cop to control the 
closest and most exciting champion- 
ship races witnessed in many years. 
Without exception the major league 
managers believe that the wholesale 
shakeups in player material since last 
season will react to diminish previous 
gaps in the standing of the clubs. 


Here’s how the pilots of the big) 


league crafts sum up the outlook: 
AMERICAN LEAGUE. 


Connie Mack, Athletics—“I am very 
optimistic we are going somewhere 
this year. Our team is not so bad 
as some baseball experts would have 
you think. With Sunday baseball in 
Philadelphia for the first time and if 
the team does what I expect of it, 
I feel we will have a good year.”

to the London accord in proportion to 
sacrifices made to assure success of 
the agreefnent. 

The reporfS says that the French 
delegate stated that wheat production 
could not be arbitrarily separated 
from agricultural production as a 
whole. 

Consequently, measures taken by 
certain countries to reduce wheat pro- . 
duction necessarily proyoked an in- 
crease of other productions of the soil, | 
thus there was the problem of dispos- 
ing of these new products. 

It- was therefore logical and to the 
advantage of both parties that wheat 
exporting countries open their terri- 
tories for and in proportion to efforts 
already made by the latter to disci- 
pline their production of wheat. 

The report then says that the 
French idea. was favorably received 
by a certain number of delegates, not#- 
bly the Italians and Germans.

MONSTERS OF THE SEA. 
I Tales. 
From far and wide, during recent 
months, have come tales of sea mon- 
sters. They have been reported in 


in the region of Norway and Sweden.

Most famous of them is the “sea 
serpent” which many persons claim 
they have seen in Loch Ness, a long, 
narrow lake in northern Scotland. This 
lake, with a length of 24 miles, has an 
average width of not quite a mile. 
From one end a short river flows into 
a bay of the North sea. 

That a large animal of some sort 
has been seen swimming around Loch 
Ness, there is no good reason to 
doubt; but whether the animal is a 
sea serpent is another question. It 
maybe, but more likely it is not. 

Stories of giant serpents and other 
monsters of the sea have been told by 
sailors and travelers for hundreds of 
years. At the time of Columbus, one 
reason sailors did not want to go far 
out on the Atlantic was because they 

that monsters would attack 
their boats. 


“Sea 


Whales were known to those people, 


and when they spoke of “monsters” 
they meant something else—especially 
a great, long animal, a mighty snake 
which swam about and brought dan- 
ger to those who sailed the sea. 

It is amazing how many times, and 
in how many places, people who have 
made Atlantic trips have reported see- 
ing such monsters. 

In 1734, a minister named ee 
Egede, known as “the apostle o 
Greenland,” reported seeing a strange 


animal off the western coast of Green- 


and. 

“On July 6,” he wrote “a terrible 
sea monster came into view. It raised 
itself so high above the water that its 
head reached above our main-top. It 
had a long, sharp snout, and blew like 
a whale. It had large, broad flappers. 
The lower part of it was formed like 
a snake.” 

Another tale was given in “Thd 
Natural History of Norway,” by a 
bishop in Bergen, who lived at the 
same time as Egede. He declared that 
Captain Lorenz von Ferry and 10 of 
his sailors had sworn that they had 
seen a sea serpent, and had made this 
statement about it: 

“The head of this sea serpent was 
held more than two feet above the 
water, and looked like the head of a 
hérse. It had large black eyes and a 
long white mane. We saw seven or 
eight folds or coils (in the body), 
about six feet apart.” 

It is hard to test such old-time tales, 
and we must allow for the chance that 
observers mistook whales or other 
known sea animals for “serpents.” The 
“mane” on the captain’s monster may 
have been ice-crusted seaweed.
